The first edition of 
Thoroughly Ripped, 1978. 
Teeveehasn’t gotten any 
better since then. 


This comic book, Freak Brothers No. 13 , is composed of pages first published in book form in 1978 by 
Rip Off Press under the title Thoroughly Ripped. The original edition was in color and contained, in addi¬ 
tion to 52 pages of comics, a board game called “It’s a Raid,” the playing board for which is reproduced at 
much reduced size below. The layout of the board shows a typical San Francisco apartment of the ‘60’s. 

This game was a beautiful work of art, but unfortunately it was too complex to be understood and played by 
the stoners who were the presumed readership of the book, so it was left out of subsequent editions. 

With the exception of the first story, “Winter of’59,” which appeared in Playboy Magazine in 1974, all 
of the stories in this book were originally done for High Times Magazine. The High Times stories appeared 
in 1977 and 1978, except for the three-page story “The Plant," which is a rejected rough sketch never pub¬ 
lished in English. The rest of the pages have been decolorized and retouched for this re-edition, and in some 
cases arc more legible than the original versions. The fifteen-page story “Whiteline Cannonball Express,” 
which made up the remainder of Thoroughly Ripped , has been republished in color in Freak Brothers No. 1J. 

The end of the “70's were high-flyin’ days for the Freak Brothers. High Times got banned in Great 
Britain, but that was just more good publicity back in the U.S.A. We sold the film rights to the Freak 
Brothers to Universal Studios, and Dave went down to Hollywood to work as a consultant on the movie 
project, where he remained for several months. I moved to Barcelona. The film studios kept the rights for 
six years without producing a film, after which time the rights reverted back to us. By that time Dave 
Sheridan was dead, the result of a head injury suffered in an accidental fall at a San Francisco hospital on 
his first day of cancer therapy. 

That was fifteen years ago. I can’t imagine what sort of comics Dave would be doing now' if he hadn’t 
died, but I imagine it would be great stuff, censorship permitting. He was a talented cartoonist. Anyway, the 
world goes on. Dave's place on the Freak Brothers creative team was taken by Paul Mavrides, also very tal¬ 
ented in his own way. Rip Off Press left San Francisco for the more peaceful setting of Auburn, California. 
Myself I moved to Paris in 1985, where I live on a street named after the French writer who said, “I disap¬ 
prove of what you say. but 1 will defend to the death your right to say it.” An idea, you might say, whose 


time has hit the fan.
